Dear Combades: I desire to call your attention to a bill intro- 
duced in the Senate of the United States by Senator Works, of 
California, the object of which is to authorize the Government to 
provide a home for infirm and needy ex-Confederates by turning 
over to them the Soldiers' Home at Johnson City, Tenn. This 
Home is 'to he vacated by Federal soldiers, who are to be provided 
for in other Homes already established, and has a capacity of 
2,360 persons. The bill provides that the wives of ex-Confederates 
may also be admitted as inmates of the Home. In view of the 
urgent need of some such provision for our needy comrades, I urge 
that Virginia Camps exert their earnest influence in its behalf, and 
suggest that the Commanders of Camps write personal letters to 
the senators of Virginia and to the representative of their district, 
asking them to do all they can to expedite the passage of 'this bill 
during the present session of Congress.

Commander of Maury Camp No, $, Comrades of the Grand Camp, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

There are, no doubt, times in the lives of all when embarrass- 
ment arises from inability to satisfactorily express the thoughts 
that ml the mind and the emotions that warm the blood and in- 
crease the heart-beats. "With me the present 'is one of those 
occasions. To be elected by the spontaneous vote of Confederate 
Veterans to preside over this distinguished body, composed of the 
very best men of the very best State — men. who today enjoy a 
world-wide reputation as having displayed for four long years the 
highest and noblest qualities of patriots and soldiers; men whose 
renown for battles fought and won, as well as for battles fought 
and lost, is everywhere recognized — is an honor more highly valued 
than any other that lias come to me. I shall ever feel grateful, my 
comrades, for this expression of your partiality and your confidence. 

To be inaugurated in the highest office of the Grand Camp of 
Virginia, and to have placed in my hands the symbol of its author- 
ity, that I may conduct in an orderly way its proceedings, while 
accepted with self-gratulation, creates at the same time some 
anxiety as to my discharge in a pleasing manner of the delicate 
duties the office imposes. 

I feel the honor all the more, if I may be permitted to say so 
now, because the meeting is held in Fredericksburg — formerly an 
old-time Virginia town, with old-time genuine Virginia habits and 
manners; now a city that fails not to cherish old-time traditions 
and customs, and which, while fully alive to the opportunities of 
the present, will never — no, never t— forget the past ; a city which, 
while proud of its growth and prosperity, would not exchange its 
history, filled witli illustrious incidents in times of peace and 
tragic scenes and events in time of war, for all the wealth of Indus; 
a city of which it has been sincerely ancl justly said : 
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"History presents no instance of a people exhibiting a purer or 
more unselfish patriotism, or a higher spirit of fortitude and cour- 
age than was evinced by the people of Fredericksburg. They cheer- 
fully incurred great hardships and privations and surrendered 
their homes and property to destruction, rather than yield them 
in the hands of the enemies of their country." 

Fortunate city ! Honored, thrice honored the people to whom 
such praise comes from such lips. For these, as you know, 
were the words of our great, our matchless chieftain, Gen. Robt. B. 
Lee, to whom there is but one other in the annals of all time to be 
compared, and he was nurtured and trained to manhood in and 
near to Fredericksburg. Washington and Lee ! Immortal names 
heading the list of the good and the great, side by side they stand 
out in history, even like the twin mountain peaks of their native 
gtate— the lofty Peaks of Otter, which are. gazed upon day after 
clay and year after year by the people who live in their shadow, with 
growing wonder and admiration, each peak rivaling the other in 
altitude, but neither detracting from the other's majestic grandeur. 

After an unwilling absence of more than eleven years, the Grand 
Camp is once more assembled in this hospitable city. I know that 
you, comrades, respond to the sentiments of gladness that have al- 
ready been uttered, that a kind Providence has permitted to us this 
great privilege. 

It is gratifying to see that, notwithstanding you aTe sometimes 
called "Old Vets/' you still wear smiling faces. I have often said 
that the Confederate soldiers, taken as a whole, were the most 
cheerful people I have ever known. They appeared cheerful in the 
presence of danger and hardship, and this disarmed care and dis- 
pelled gloom. Jokes and laughter were heard under the most 
adverse conditions, unaffected by the dreariest or severest weather, 
or by privations that tried their very souls. The disposition seemed 
almost general to make the most of what might be called "hard 
lines," but there were exceptions. 

With your permission I will relate an instance of one. 

On a very cold and rainy day the cavalry were called out late in 
the evening to make an all night march. As darkness approached 
the column would pass farm houses which were illuminated by the 
bright wood fires ; occasionally the supper table would be seen, pre- 
senting a most inviting appearance by its apparently well supplied 




table. A recruit had joined the company in which he marched but 
a few days before, and as he sat upon his "untrained horse, with 
short stirrups that caused his knees to rest upon the withers of 
his horse, and with saddle and bridle that showed their rustic 
origin, the men around him were busy looking through the win- 
dows of the houses they passed, and amusing themselves by asking 
each other what they would have if their wishes could be fulfilled. 
One of them said, "If I could get what I want, I would be resting 
quietly in bed, with feathers up to my chin and with the warm 
blankets and comforts that my mother would supply." Another 
said, "Well, I would like to be at that supper table with plenty of 
good hot rolls that had lifted the lid from the oven, and with fresh 
butter of a golden hue and fresh milk just from the spring." Then 
one of them turning to the recruit said, "Why don't you tell us, 
recruit, the best thing that you would like to have?" After a short 
silence, in which he seemed to be in serious thought, he said, "I am 
going to tell you the truth about it, and if I had my rather, I would 
just wish to God I never had joined." 

This lightheadedness was, no doubt, helpful in the camp, on the 
march and elsewhere, so long as the spirit of youth filled the ranks, 
but now, perhaps, more serious thoiigbts should occupy the mind. 

My comrades, I don't know how yon may feel about it, but to 
me it seems that the space between the milestones on life's high- 
way is lessening very fast. The years are growing shorter and 
shorter at an alarming rate — a rate that should keep always before 
our eyes the danger signal that "the times are waxing late," and 
the wholesome warning, "Be sober and keep vigil. The Judge is 
at the gate." 

The year that ends with this annual meeting has seen our ranks 
invaded too often by the grim reaper. He has found many shining 
marks for his unerring scythe, from which there is no final escape 
for mortals. It becomes my duty, as Grand Commander, to notice 
briefly some of those who were prominent officers of the Camp. 

At three o'clock in the morning on the 18th day of last May our 
faithful and efficient Inspector-General, Tipton D. Jennings, of 
Lynchburg, Ya., ended his days upon earth. His death was an- 
nounced to the Camp by a special order, in which a brief but scant 
tribute was paid to his worth as a citizen and his steadfastness to 
duty as a soldier. As this order will be printed in the report of 
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the proceedings of the Camp, I will not detain you by repeating 
what is there said. In the eulogies of his life and character the 
dominant attribute in all notices and resolutions was his uniform 
gentleness and sweetness of disposition. This was the more strik- 
ing, perhaps, when considered in connection with his war record 
where he always displayed the firmness, the coolness, the intrepidity 
which make heroes of men. His life was another illustration of the 
fact that "the bravest are the tenderest." His wide-awake interest 
in the proceedings of the meetings of the Camp kept him well in- 
formed, and his valuable suggestions from the rostrum or the floor 
as to what should be done in cases of doubt and emergency that 
arose, adds to our grief that his seat is now, alas, vacant, never 
again to be filled by him. His successor will be elected by the 
Camp, and the best wish I can offer him, whoever he be, is that he 
may prove worthy of the mantle which will fall upon his shoulders. 

There has been a singular mortality in the department of the 
Camp's organization of which he was the head. Three Assistant 
Inspectors-General have along with him received the final sum- 
mons—Comrade A. G. Tyne, Assistant Inspector of the Ninth 
District, died on the 4th day of November, 1914, at his hospitable 
home in Tazewell County. With the rank of captain he was as- 
signed to duty in the Eighth Eegiment of Virginia Cavalry, where 
he performed conscientiously the tasks assigned him, never shirk- 
ing any duty that belonged to him as a soldier. He was a frequent 
attendant at the meetings of this Camp, and took an active and 
intelligent part in its deliberations. He was a public-spirited citi- 
zen, taking a keen interest in educational and other work for the 
advancement of the people of his county and of his State. He be- 
longed to a class from which the fall of one leaves a wide gap. 

Comrade John A, Holtzman, of Culpeper, Assistant Inspector- 
General for the Eighth District, died on the 10th day, of Septem- 
ber, 1915. He enlisted as a soldier in a company that was baptized 
as "The tattle Fork Rangers," and which afterwards became Com- 
pany D of the famous Fourth Virginia Eegiment of Virginia 
Cavalry. He was promoted to the office of lieutenant, and was ,. 
wounded in a severe engagement with the enemy at Nance's Shop. £ 
He was a gallant trooper and continued faithful in the discharge 
of every duty while he lived. He was appointed Assistant In- 
spector-General in 1901. He retained office until his death. He 
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was active in the organization of the A. P. Hill Camp No. 2 in 
May, 1896, and was its treasurer until his death. His Camp, by 
resolution, declared of him that : "Any trust committed to Com- 
rade Holtzman was sure of being discharged with unvarying hon- 
esty and fidelity. His record as a soldier, citizen and ? above all, as 
a Christian gentleman, is indelibly left upon the hearts of his 
comrades." His county paper said of him: "Mr. Holtzman was 
a man of such character that it may be properly said that no one 
may speak of his life without admiration, or hear of his death 
without regret." And the Religious Herald said : "Brother Holtz- 
man never outgrew his devotion to the comrades of those perilous 
and stirring years that challenged the world's attention from '61 
to f 6B. A Confederate reunion was a trumpet blast to the loyal 
affection which in camp and bivouac had won and held the esteem 
of patriots as brave and gallant as himself. How the curtain of 
declining years would halt in its descent as with boyish, beaming 
face he would don his gray uniform and march forth to taste again 
the fellowship of the days that tried men's souls." 

Comrade George Washington Nelms, Assistant Inspector- General 
for the First District, departed this life on the 23d day of Sep- 
tember, 1915. For a great many years he was a willing worker 
in the Camp and outside of it. His greatest pleasure seemed to be 
in contributing to the comfort and enjoyment of his comrades. 
He entered the service of the Southern Confederacy as a member 
of the Petersburg Kiflemen, afterwards Company E of the 12th 
Virginia Regiment. He was severely wounded at Seven Pines, was 
twice rejected for re-enlistment on account of his wounds, and 
having made his third application was allowed to take his place in 
the ranks, but was soon detached by order of the Secretary of War 
for lighter service because of his physical disability. In civic life 
he filled acceptably many responsible positions. His death was 
sincerely lamented by the community in which he lived. At the 
last meeting of this Camp in Newport News he was elected Third 
Lieutenant Grand Commander in recognition of his zealous and 
efficient work in the Camp and of the high esteem in which he was 
held by his comrades, 

Inspector-General Jennings, in what I believe was one of his last 
reports to the Camp, pays tribute to his assistants as follows: 
"These ten efficient and obliging Assistant Inspectors-General have 












served the Grand Camp long and well, without fear, favor or re- 
ward ; however, we all entertain for each of these useful comrades 
an affectionate regard." In the same report the Inspector-General 
said, "The prompt and faithful Adjutants and Commanders merit 
praise and commendation. The lazy and negligent who will not 
report ought to be ashamed." 

I am informed by the Adjutant-General and the Quartermaster- 
General that some of the latter class so mildly reminded of their 
defaults by the late lamented Inspector-General still hold office and 
still systematically neglect the performance of the duties that attach 
to the office. I beg to impress them with the importance of diligent 
attention to the duties they undertook when they accepted office. 
The very life of the Camp depends upon their fidelity. It cannot be 
successfully maintained without reports of subordinate Camps of 
the number of its members, its general condition, wants, etc., and 
especially without a prompt collection and return of the annual 
dues necessary for the support of the Grand Camp. It was found 
desirable, and, in fact, necessary to increase the per capita contri- 
bution for this purpose to fifteen cents, instead of ten cents. Surely 
the aggregate amount clue from each Camp is not more than can be 
easily obtained by a proper effort on the part of the Commanders 
and Adjutants. If it happens that some members, by reason of 
misfortune or inability to work are unable to pay, let their com- 
rades who are more fortunate pay for them, and thus preserve the 
standing and usefulness of the Camp by permitting no default in 
what should he regarded as a freewill offering to the Grand Camp, 
to which the subordinate Camps owe their existence. As the 
shadows lengthen before us, it is more difficult to keep the members 
of the Camp interested in the work and regular in their attendance 
at the meetings. The numbers in each Camp are decreasing, and 
many of the Camps are at the point of dissolution, and will be 
dropped from the roll unless they receive prompt attention and aid. 
I earnestly call upon the Assistant Inspectors-General, whose first 
duty it is to look after and report as to what should be done for 
these Camps, to lose no time in discharging their duty. Occasional 
personal inspections should be made, and each Camp that is totter- 
ing assisted in getting upon and standing upon its feet again. 
Much humane work can also be done by inquiring as to the number 
of worthy dependent veterans in the Camp or in the communities

in which the Camp is situated, and by giving directions as to how 
they can be cared for. 

In Richmond is provided a well-conducted and comfortable 
Soldiers' Home, and for those who, under its regulations, can be- 
come its inmate^ much relief and consolation in the rapidlj darken- 
ing evening of life is generously afforded ; but its capacity is limited, 
It has never been found practicable to admit the wives of these 
old patriots in the Home, and this excludes many venerable men 
who declare that they will submit to any amount of privation and 
want rather than separate from their faithful wives, to whom they 
still look for the sunshine and solace of their declining years. My 
attention has been particularly directed to a couple of this kind in 
Bedford County who live in a very humble cabin on a poor piece 
of land that yields almost nothing as a reward for labor bestowed 
upon it, but they are too infirm to work and are compelled to ac- 
cept the aid of charitable neighbors to keep soul and body together. 
The veteran has been asked and urged to allow an application to 
be made for him for admission to the Old Soldiers' Home. "No," 
he says, "1 had rather die right here with her (referring to his 
wife) than live anywhere else on earth without her." I doubt not 
that there are many more who entertain this same natural and 
laudable sentiment. 

On the Sd day of last January a letter was mailed to me signed 
by Maud Howell Smith, President of District of Columbia Divi- 
sion; Nannie Randolph Heth, President of the Southern Relief 
Society, and Dr. Samuel E. Lewis, Commander of Camp No. 1191, 
of Washington City, calling my attention to a bill offered by 
Senator Works in the United States Senate, a copy of which was 
enclosed, and asking my aid in procuring by Congress a prompt 
consideration of the bill. I examined it carefully and found that 
it provided for the closing of the Mountain Home in Tennessee 
as no longer needed for Federal veterans, and opening it under 
regulations to be made by a commission of five to be elected by the 
Congress, for the use of indigent and disabled ex-Confederate 
soldiers, their wives and widows. By the provisions of the bill, the 
same was to continue to be maintained and supported by the 
United States Government. It was suggested that I write a per- 
sonal letter to the Camps of ex-Confederate veterans of the State, 
asking them, upon approval of the proposition, to request the 
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senators and representatives in Congress to vote for action on the 
bill during the then pending term. It was apparent that if any 
number of ex- Confederate veterans were to derive the benefit of 
the bill, speedy action upon it was necessary. Recognising that 
to submit the matter to the local Camps was the really democratic 
plan of dealing with it, I issued such a circular letter as was re- 
quested of me, a copy of which will be filed with this report. All 
the Camps that replied to this letter favored the proposition. I 
have reason to believe that had the bill been reached in the order of 
business of the Congress, it would have received the support of the 
senators and representatives of Virginia and become a law. At the 
time I issued this circular I was not aware that action had been 
taken by this Camp with reference to the matter in another form. 
How it escaped me — whether from impaired hearing, diverted at- 
tention, or otherwise — I am not now able to say. I found, how- 
ever, that the Camp voted its approval of the correspondence of my 
distinguished and vigilant predecessor, in which he declined to 
make the Camp a party to an application or petition to the Con- 
gress to furnish this aid to ex-Confederate veterans. The position 
that ex-Confederates, however much in need, should not compro- 
mise their independence and dignity by soliciting aid from the 
government they fought, meets with my earnest approval. But, in 
my opinion, the question comes in a wholly different shape, when 
a senator of the United States, a northern man and a Republican 
in politics, of his own initiative makes this voluntary and generous 
offer of a much-needed home which already built, and built partly 
with our money, it would not, in my judgment, evince the proper 
spirit for us, or our representatives in Congress, to show a want of 
interest in or appreciation of a proposition which we should be- 
lieve is prompted by a sense of justice, as well as by a genuine feel- 
ing of benevolence. I make this statement, not with any purpose 
of reviving this question, for I have no reason to suspect that any 
difference of opinion exists as the matter now stands; nor to 
invoke any action by this Camp, but simply to disarm criticism of 
my action by anyone who may erroneously think it is opposed to 
the action of the Camp theretofore taken. My loyalty to the Camp 
and subjection to its will will always require the surrender of any 
personal convictions when opposed by the expressed wishes of the 
Camp. 
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I am informed that the bill will he re-introduced at an early day 
of the next Congress, and that when it comes to a vote, Speaker 
Clark has expressed the opinion that it will pass the House of 
Representatives with a whoop. Such a consummation will supply 
further proof that the spirit of reconciliation still grows and domi- 
nates the actions of patriots on both sides of the War Between the 
States. As a further evidence of this, just the other day the 
President of the United States, in an address on the Civil War 
before the Grand Army of the Republic, uttered these thoughts: 
"A war which seemed as if it had the seed of every kind of bitter- 
ness in it has in a single generation put bitterness absolutely out 
of its heart," and as he proceeded he declared : "This is a miracle 
of the spirit as far as national history is concerned. This is one 
of the very few wars of which, in one sense, everybody engaged may 
take pride/' These must have been the prevailing sentiments in 
Washington at its late meeting of ex-Federal veterans, and which 
has led to the placing in the hands of an ex-Confederate General an 
invitation to the United Camp of ex-Confederates to meet in that 
city in 1917 and to march down Pennsylvania Avenue in the same 
column with ex-Federal soldiers. Who can imagine the wild scenes 
of patriotic delirium when the veterans on both sides will vie with 
each other in an effort to keep step to the commingled strains of 
"Dixie Land" and the "Star-spangled Banner?" 

But such a scene will have a wider significance and a broader in- 
fluence than the creation of an outburst of temporary enthusiasm. 
It will challenge universal attention, as affording the first instance 
where men, who lately faced each other in battle array and grimly 
contended for the victory, now with the smile of joyful satisfaction 
fall in line together, and with cheers that will be heard around the 
globe, proclaim to the world that, however far apart they may have 
once been, the ranks have now come together, and for all time will 
present a solid line with but one flag and but one country. And 
is it too much to hope that the lesson such an event should teach 
may give some impetus to the great movement for a peaceful settle- 
ment of controversies which I believe is growing in strength even 
while the earth is trembling and convulsed by the destruction and 
terrors of a war such as has never before been visited upon suffering 
humanity, and by which the pages of history of professedly Chris- 
tian, as well as pagan nations will be indelibly darkened. It is a 
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common remark for those who find no comfort in this peace move- 
ment, that wars will not cease until the coming of the Millenium. 
This may be, and probably is true, but it is a stab at civilization 
and religion to say that wars will not become less frequent and 
less attended by execrable barbarities such as today give rise to a 
sickening abhorrence in the minds and hearts of all not controlled 
by the fury of blind prejudice and passion. Is it not beyond belief 
that, after the desolation and ruin of countries it has taken cen- 
turies to build up and adorn with all that accumulated wealth can 
bestow, that after the wicked slaughter of thousands, if not mil- 
lions of men, whose places will long go unfilled, conscience and 
reason, will not suggest and supply some agency by which the repe- 
tition of such events will be forever avoided ?
